= HE preface of Prof. Shaler's 
“ Elizabeth of England” is a 
piece of autobiography, giving 
unique value to a work which 
would have been privately 
published but for the urgent 
solicitation of friends. The 
play, which is in five volumes, each con- 
taining an act with prologue and epilogue, 
Was written to test the general belief that 
scientific labor inevitably leads to a loss 
of imaginative power, that ie to say to a 
diminution of the ability of those engaged 
in it to enter on those sympathetic relations 
with their fellows that the higher literature 
induces. Prof. Shaler himself holds that 
the work of the naturalist in interrogating 
the physical world does not essentially dif- 
fer from that of the poet in elaborating 
the products of his mental world. He him- 
self from a verse-writing youth~fond of 
poetry had developed into a man who 
found Shakespeare tedious, and had not 
willingly visited a theatre for forty years. 
He began his play writing with very little 
preparatory reading, and purely in a critic- 
al spirit, and after a very little prefatory 
difficulty found it easy, and the limitations 
of heroic verse “not bonds, but wings.” 
The excision of a third of the original 
matter and the correction of some bad lines 
constitute the sum of the changes made. 
In closing his preface he expresses the 
hope that other students will make similar 
trial of their powers, and vouches for the 
singular pleasure to be found tn it. As his 
early essays in verse writing show that he 
could not do such imaginative work in his 
youth, he thinks that the capacity for it bas
